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Council Hears Plans for Park 
Expansion and Greenbrook Trail

The city’s green belts, both 
exterior and interior, came to the 
forefront of discussion at the 
' Greenbelt City Council’s regular 
meeting on June 16. In a mes- 
sage conveyed by Gentry Davis, 
superintendent of National Capital 
Parks East, who has jurisdiction 
over Greenbelt Park, 
councilmembers received the 
happy news that the park may be 
expanded. From the Greenbrook 
Estates homeowners’ association 
came information about plans to 
grant an easement to the city to 
complete its trails system within 
their development. And finally, 
in an initiative taken by council 
itself, they strongly endorsed a 
draft letter to go to Governor 
Parris Glendening commending 
his effort to restore wetlands in 
the state and nominating a next- 
door parcel they hoped might be 
included. 

Greenbelt Park Expansion 

Superintendent Davis appeared 
at the meeting in response to a 
May 27 letter from the city re- 
questing information on current 
plans for Greenbelt Park. Ac- 
cording to rumors the city had 
heard, cutbacks in staff there 
might reduce services at the park. 

Not so, Davis replied, in ad- 
dressing council; in fact, staffing 
had increased. He went on to 
describe a new contract service 
with all the national parks that 
enables individual citizens at any 
park, including at Greenbelt 
Park’s ranger station, to make 
reservations for any other park in 
the system. Local area residents

had been hired, he noted, to as- 
sist with this operation. 

At Greenbelt Park, Davis con- 
tinued, the number of rangers had 
been increased and two new 
loops added to an upgraded 
camping section. In the mean- 
time, park officials were making 
plans to develop a section of the 
Jaeger tract, which the Park Ser- 
vice owns. In this way they 
hoped to enhance the park still 
further. 


The Jaeger tract is an undevel- . 


oped parcel jutting into the park 
from Kenilworth Ave. just south 
of the Westchester Park develop- 
ment. Over the years citizens 
have fought off efforts to use the 
parcel for a projected supermarket 
and, later, for a highrise office 
building. The city of Greenbelt 
has joined in such opposition 
movements, claiming the negative 
impact on traffic density as a ma- 
jor argument. 

Thas when Davis went on to 
say that the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and the state of 
Maryland were currently trying to 
acquire the entire. tract to increase 
the park, a gasp from all the 
councilmembers was audible. 
The news seemed like the long- 
sought answer to a prayer. Con- 
gressmen Albert Wynn and Steny 
Hoyer were part of the negotia- 
tion process, Davis said, which 
would involve the Park Service 
“giving up” land along the 
Suitland Parkway and using the 
money thus realized for the Jae- 
ger tract purchase. 

When councilmembers learned 
that the target date for the acqui-

ementary School is requesting 
permission to transfer the major- 
ity of its sixth grade students due 
to overcrowding. Most of the 
students would move to 
Greenbelt Middle School, which 
is under capacity, while a few 
students would transfer to Will- 
iam Wirt Middle School ’in 
Riverdale, which is closer to their 
homes. A vote by the School 
Board was expected on June 19. 

A meeting was held at 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School at the same time as this 
council meeting to meet with par- 
ents and school board representa- 
tives. Administrative Assistant 
Bo Ferguson attended the meeting 
and reported back to the council. 
No residents signed up to speak 
at the meeting and only three par- 
ents were there with questions. 
The council, however, still has 
concerns about the transfer and a 
heated discussion followed. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
felt very strongly about mixing 
sixth graders with older students, 
recounting problems at Mary 
Bethune Middle School which he 
attended. Councilmember J 


sition, pending appraisal of the 
property, was July, they indicated 
their interest in arranging a 
worksession as soon as possible 
with Davis and offering support 
in any way they could to encour- 
age the initiative. 
Greenbrook Trail 

Representing the Greenbrook 
Estates Homeowners Association, 
Bob Kessel appeared before 
council to discuss the legal pro- 
cess of granting an easement to 
the city for an extension of the 
trail system while staying within 
the development’s covenants. He 
requested that the lawyer repre- 
senting Greenbrook meet with 
City Solicitor Robert Manzi to 
work out the legal arrangements, 
under which the city would as- 
sume maintenance for the trail 
system through the development 
and put it under city control. 

In response to queries from 
members of council, Kessel indi- 
cated that all owners with prop- 
erty abutting on the proposed trail 
had given their consent. 
Councilmember Judith Davis was 
concerned; however, that all 
Greenbrook residents be polled 
and that absentee landlords in 
particular be contacted by mail. 

Budget Amendment 

Approval of this plan, which 
could cost the city up to $10,000 
for development of the trail sys- 
tem, required a modification in 
the capital projects budget for fis- 
cal year 1998. This budget, was 
adopted on May 27, with the un- 
derstanding that council would 
later review the projects, add

The City of Greenbelt is pre- 
senting an evening of music and 
fireworks at “Buddy” Attick Park. 
Families are encouraged to bring 
blankets or chairs to enjoy a con- 
cert with the Greenbelt Concert 
Band starting at 7 p.m. A breath- 
taking fireworks display wiil fol- 
low at dusk. 

Thomas Cherrix will lead the 
40-member all-volunteer band in 
a medley of patriotic pieces. The 
concert will include such favor- 
ites as Tchaikovsky’s “1812 
Overture” and John Philip 
Sousa’s “The Stars and Stripes 
Forever.” New this year will be 
Sammy Nestico’s “Civil War 
Sketches.” The program will 
also include music from Carousel 
and other traditional marches, 
said Cherrix. 

The budget for this year’s fire- 
works was $8,500-$1,000 more 
than last year’s budget, said Ken 
Hall of the Public Works Depart- 
ment. This year there will be

more powerful and colorful 8" - 


shells than ever before. Last 
year’s show consisted of mostly 
6" shells. A total of 2,630 shells 
have been supplied by Fireworks 
Products, Inc., Hall said. (Hall is 
in charge of the 8-10 person team 
from the Public Works Depart- 
ment setting off the fireworks.) 

The ground displays will also 
be expanded this year. In addi- 
tion to the popular “American 
Flag” and “Goodnight,” there will 
also be “Cannons” and “Happy 
60th” in honor of Greenbelt’s 
60th Anniversary, Hall said. 

On a less cheerful note, the 
boat house and concession stand 
will not be open this year be- 
cause of the drowning in 
Greenbelt Lake last year, said 
Recreation Department Director 
Hank Irving. Irving said, how- 
ever, that there will probably be 
an ice-cream vendor and another

food for the festivities, but they 
will not be located in the conces- 
sion stand. 

In the event of rain, the con- 
cert and fireworks will be heid 
on the next clear evening, Irving 
said. 

Walk to Fireworks 

Greenbelt Police Lt. Michael 
Craddock said that parking facili- 
ties at the park are reserved for 
the handicapped, the elderly and 
people with special needs. The 
public is encouraged to walk to 
the festivities, although public 
parking is allowed along Crescent 
Road, Craddock said. 

Craddock reminds the public 


that according to Maryland law, 


alcohol is forbidden in the park 
and dogs must be on a leash, six 
feet long or less. Furthermore, 
Craddock said, according to 
Prince George’s County law, no 
private fireworks are permitted— 
including sparklers. He added 
that the closest pay phone to the 
park is in the lobby of the 
Greenbelt Police station, across 
Crescent Road. . 
First-aid Station 

A police command post will 
be set up with a first-aid station 
during the festivities near the 
southeast corner of the upper 
parking lot, under a big tent. 
The Fire Department will also 
station an ambulance there, 
Craddock said. 

American Legion 

Another celebration will take 
place at American Legion Post 
136, 6900 Greenbelt Road. 
There will be a picnic, live mu- 


sic, pony rides, a moon bounce 


and games from 1-6 p.m., said 
Marge Countryman of the Ameri- 
can Legion. | 

There will be free hot dogs 
and fruit drinks for the kids. 
Adults can purehase pit beef bar- 
becue, fried chicken, hamburg- 
ers, hot dogs, Italian sausage, a 
number of side dishes, soft 
drinks and beer. However, no 
outside food is allowed, Coun- 
tryman said. 

The fireworks can be seen 
from the parking lot. There will 
also be a DJ in the hall. The DJ 
may play later than usual since 
July fourth falls on a Friday this 
year, Countryman said.

In response to the open letter 
in the Greenbelt News Review, 
the following - information 1s 
provided: 

1. Prince George’s County 
schools had the second lowest 
test scores in Maryland. 

It is true that Prince 
George’s County had the sec- 
ond lowest test scores in Mary- 
land, however, the analysis of 
the 1996 Maryland School Per- 
formance Program (MSPP) Re- 
port revealed many improve- 
ments in student and school 
performance at all levels. Fur- 
ther, our data show that al- 
though average scores for 
Prince George’s County Public 
Schools. are lower than we 
would like, there are many 
schools whose performance ex- 
ceeds state averages on this 
measure and that are compa- 
rable to some of the highest 
performing schools in the state. 

Additionally, the disaggre- 
gated data show that the Prince 
George’s County Public Schools 
system ranks second in the 
number of children living in 
poverty in the state. It is well 
documented that poverty pre- 
sents some unique challenges in 
performance on standardized 
tests. Among the significant 
findings: 

¢ The number of schools ap- 
proaching and/or attaining the 
satisfactory and excellence stan- 
dards on MSPAP content areas 
has increased steadily since 
1993. Thirty-seven elementary 
schools met or approached the 
standard in one or more content 
areas in 1996 compared to 30 
schools in 1995 and 17 schools 
in 1994, 

¢ Prince George’s County 
had more schools recognized in 
the Maryland School Recogni- 
tion Program as making signifi- 
cant gains on the MSPAP than 
any other county in the state. 

2. Teacher training lags at 
schools that have the lowest 
percentage of teachers with ad- 
vanced degrees. 

I believe this statement re- 
flects some confusion over the 
definition of “teacher training.” 
Let me quote the Washington

Post article directly: 

“The  lowest-performing 
schools also have the lowest 
percentage of teachers with ad- 
vanced degrees, 46.4 percent 
compared with 63.1 percent of 
teachers with advanced degrees 
in the. top-performing schools. 
A recent in-house study shows 
that the level of teacher training 
at a school greatly enhances 
student performance.” In fact, 
the in-house study referred to 
in the Washington Post article 
shows that the amount of 
teacher college training corre- 
lates with increased MSPAP 
scores. To date, the study has 
not attempted to correlate the 
relationship between all other 
teacher training efforts and 
MSPAP performance. 

3. 426 teachers resigned in 
1994-96. Why? 

The Prince George’s County 
Public School System has more 
than 7,500 teachers employed 
among its ranks. Therefore, the 
426 teachers that are identified 
as having resigned represent 
less than 6% of the total teach- 
ing staff in any given year. 
That is an‘ average attrition rate 


- for a system of this size. 


As to “Why” teachers leave 
our system, there are many rea- 
sons. Some accept higher pay- 
ing teaching positions in other 
counties in the State of Mary- 
land. Some leave because they 
relocate to another state, some 
leave because of home respon- 
sibilities, and some choose to 
pursue further study. 

4. Student achievement tests 


are far below state and na- 


tional averages. 

While average 1996 Scholas- 
tic Assessment Tests (SAT) re- 
sults were below state and na- 


tional averages, individual 
schools posted impressive 
gains. Additionally, Eleanor 


Roosevelt High School students 
posted scores that surpassed na- 
tional averages. Consequently, a 
systemwide action plan for SAT 
improvement is currently being 
implemented to make such per- 
formance more systematic. 

5. More funds are recom- 
mended for education by Presi- 
dent Clinton and County Execu- 
tive Wayne Curry. This is not 
the solution. Responsibility and 
accountability is needed. 
Teachers may know their sub- 
jects, but are they qualified to 
teach? Maybe we should re- 
quire annual qualification tests 
as required in Texas and Indi- 
ana, and other states. 

The process for evaluating 
the performance of teachers that 
is used in the school system 
follows Maryland State _Depart- 
ment of Education guidelines

for ensuring the qualifications 
of teachers: 

e Non-tenured and provi- 
sional employees are observed 
formally four times a year, re- 
sulting in both a mid-year and 
end-of-year performance review 
conference. 

¢ Tenured teachers are ob- 
served formally twice a year in- 
cluding an end-of-year perfor- 
mance review conference. 

¢ Within three years of hire, 
a teacher must submit evidence 
of completing six hours of fur- 
ther study/preparation before a 
first Standard Certificate is is- 
sued. 

¢ For a 7-year Standard Cer- 
tificate, teachers must present 
thirty hours of course work or a 
master’s degree and profes- 
sional development plan. 

6. Finally, more and more 
parents are resorting to home 
schooling rather than send their 
children to public schools. 
Why? * 

As we approach the 2lst 
century, parents have an in- 


creasing number of instructional 


opportunities from which to 
choose in providing the most 
appropriate education for their 
children. This is a personal de- 
cision. Current home schooling 
regulations make it easier for 
families to elect this option, 
and numbers of home-schooled 
students have increased state- 
wide. Prince George’s County 
Public Schools students are en- 
gaged in a sound educational 
program which provides them 
with knowledge and skills for 
lifelong learning. This is evi- 
denced by the following: 

¢ Over $50 million in schol- 


arships were awarded to 1996 . 


graduates. 

¢ Approximately 60% of 
1996 graduates reported plans 
to attend college. 

e Seventeen students received 
military academy appointments. 

¢ The number of students 
taking Advanced Placement 
tests has increased annually for 
the past three years. 

In conclusion, yes, there are 
improvements needed in the 
school system. However, there 
are also many success stories 
that occur each and every day. 
The Prince George’s County 
Public School System is about 
the business of learning!

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Wear That Helmet! 


As an avid cyclist for some 
time, I have been quite con- 
cerned with cycle safety. For 
the last three months or so, I 
have been on a letter writing 
crusade. I have written letters to 
manufacturers of health products 
and authors of health articles, 
where there were pictures that 
accompanied their written mate- 
rial, if the pictures violated bike 
safety rules. The most flagrant 
violation of bike safety rules was 
riding a bike without a helmet. 

On Sunday, June 15, Father’s 
day, an incident occurred to me 
that reinforced my effort in this 
area. I went on a bike ride to 
test out my new road touring 
bike. I was about 15 miles into 
the ride and was thinking about 
a route to take back to 
Greenbelt. I was coming down 
a slight hill and going fast, when 
I had to make a right hand turn. 
I was either going too fast for 
the turn or hit some gravel, as 
the bike skidded out from under 
me and I went flying off to my 
right. I hit the ground pretty 
hard and felt my head hit the 
pavement. Another cyclist who 
was right behind me, helped me 
to sit up and told me that I had 
a nasty cut on my forehead. 
Someone with a cellular phone 
must have seen the accident and 
called for help, because an am- 
bulance arrived about ten min- 
utes later. 

At Doctor’s Hospital they 
treated me for scrapes on both 
knees, both elbows, a huge 
scrape on my right thigh, and 
put six stitches in my forehead. 
When I examined my helmet, 
which I always wear, I realized 
how lucky I was. The plastic 


covering on the right side of the 


helmet was almost completely 
scraped off, and there were large 
dents in the foam underneath. I 
am sure that if I were not wear- 
ing the helmet I would have suf- 
fered major head injuries. 

I have just had the stitches 
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removed, and the scrapes are 
healing fine. I returned to the 
store where I bought the helmet 
and they gave me an allowance 
toward a new helmet. I am 
back riding, and you can be sure 
I am wearing my new helmet. 

My main reason for writing is 
my concern for all of the people 
I see riding around Greenbelt 
without helmets. Not many par- 
ents realize that it is against the 
law for any child under the age 
of 14 to ride a bicycle without a 
helmet. For all the others, a hel- 
met is the best protection you 
can get, and most organized bike 
rides now require the wearing of 
helmets at all times while riding. 
It takes only one accident like 
the one I had to make me a 
preacher.

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Paul Marionni 

Astrophysicist Paul Anthony 
Marionni, 4 Court Ridge Road, 
died Thursday, June 19 of Le- 
gionnaires Disease. He was 50 
years old. At first he appeared 
not to be very sick and was told 
he had a “little virus” or the flu. 
Several days later his family took 
him to the emergency room at 
Doctor’s Hospital. After a day 
and a half he was transferred to 
the University of Maryland Medi- 
cal Center’s ICU. Mr. Marionni 
died two and a half days later. 

Mr. Marionni was born in 
Scranton, Pa., lived in New Jer- 
sey and Nebraska before return- 
ing to Scranton for his high 
school years. He was graduated 
from Cornell University with a 
BS in engineering physics in 
1969. He married Joan Tabor in 
1972. Friends helped them ob- 
tain an apartment to sublet in 
Greenbelt until their graduate 
school housing became available. 
The couple then lived in College 
Park for six years while Mr. 
Marionni completed work at the 
University of Maryland on a 
Master’s Degree in 1973 and a 
PhD in 1979, both in Astronomy. 

The couple returned to 
Greenbelt to live and raise their 
family. He worked nearby at 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
where he was the Chief Systems 
Engineer for Hughes/STX. He 
belonged to the American As- 
tronomy Society. 

He was a member of St. 
Hugh’s Church and did some 
alumni interviewing for Cornell. 

Mr. Marionni enjoyed walking 
the family dog, using the shops 
in Greenbelt to fix his shoes, or 
grab a bite to eat. He particu- 
larly liked being able to accom- 
plish many tasks without “cross- 
ing Kenilworth Avenue” accord- 
ing to his family. He loved liv- 
ing in Greenbelt.

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GEAC Discusses Trails, 
Landscaping, Traffic

At the Greenbelt East Advi- 
sory Committee (GEAC)*meet- 
ing held June 5 at Windsor 
Green, Hunting Ridge entrance 
traffic improvements, 
Greenbrook Estates trails, and 
landscaping at Greenbrook 
Lake were discussed. 

Hunting Ridge 
Improyements 

Measures designed to im- 
prove safety at the entrance to 
Hunting Ridge on Hanover 
Parkway are being imple- 
mented. The bus stop has been 
moved away from the entrance. 
Flexible bollards have been in- 
stalled to prevent traffic from 
passing on the right. A street 
light has been ordered and 
should be installed within the 
next three weeks. William 
Parker from Windsor Green, 
said that some people have 
complained that the bus does 
not pull over to stop but sim- 
ply stops in the middle of the 
road. Parker also reported 
some pedestrains have com- 
plained about having to walk 
further since the bus stop has 
been moved. 

Greenbrook Estates Trails 

A number of residents of 
Greenbrook Estates. have ex- 
pressed interest in establishing 
trails in the area and connect- 
ing them with other areas in 
Greenbelt East. Councilmem- 
ber J Davis explained that the 
original Greenbrook Estates 
site plan designated areas for 
trails, but this land was not de- 
veloped nor acquired by the 
city. Some residents may be 
surprised to learn that the city 
does have a right of way for 
these trails which the residents 
may currently think of as their 
own. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens explained that develop- 
ing the trails is a complicated 
issue because 1) lenders are re- 
luctant to finance the purchases 
of houses when changes are to 
be made to the property that 
will affect its market value; 2) 
the city is involved, but the 
city’s obligations and responsi- 
bilities are not clear. (Putens 
has asked counsel for clarifica- 
tion,) and 3) home sales may 
be delayed. Another issue to be 
resolved is who is to maintain 
the trails. 
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Greenbrook Lake 


Landscaping 
The original plans for 
Greenbrook Lake included 


landscaping, wildflower plant- 
ing; wetland planting, a board- 
walk, and an asphalt paved 
path. To save money on the 
original contract, all the above 
items were cut. The City 
Council is now trying to find 
the money to restore some of 
the cut items. GEAC Chair 
Sheldon Goldberg reported that 
the landscaping will cost 
$12,000, the wildflower plant- 
ing will cost $4,200, and 
boardwalk will cost $19,300. 
Goldberg said that it may be 
possible for the city to get a 
grant to split the costs of land- 
scaping and wildflower plant- 
ing either 50%/50% or 75%/ 
25% depending on the grant. 

Commerce Center II | 

Hampton Inns plans to build 
on the Commerce Center II 
land, which did not conform to 
city covenants, have been with- 
drawn. According to GEAC 
Chair Sheldon Goldberg, 
Health Plus, a subsidiary of 
New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany, which occupies space in 
both Commerce Center office 
buildings has been growing. 
They threaten to take over all 
available parking spaces. It 
may become necessary to 
change the parking regulations 
and to increase the number of 
parking spaces for any future 
construction. 

ERHS Guardrail 

Goldberg and Councilmem- 
ber Edward Putens expressed 
their gratitude to the State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
and to Maj Shakhib for arrang- 
ing to get the new guardrail at 
ERHS installed promptly. 

Firelane 

The SHA was also respon- 
sible for marking a firelane to 
prohibit parking at the 
NationsBank at the Commerce 
Center. This will also make it 
possible for ATM users to 
make the necessary turns to get 
in and out. 

Emergency Fund 

GEAC received a request 
from the city for a donation to 
the city’s emergency relief fund. 


A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 

The hot summer weather has 
finally arrived and the heat lov- 
ing plants will be making up for 
lost time. It is also time to do 
the summer tasks in the garden. 

The sun Is so intense and 
temperatures so high that water- 
ing the plants is a priority. 
Keeping seedlings and seeds 
constantly moist, as they need to 
be, is a considerable chore. Pot- 
ted plants can need watering as 
much as once or twice a day on 
the hottest, driest days. 

One way to cut down on the 
need to water in the garden bed 
is to put down a layer of mulch. 
It will keep the soil cooler, pre- 
vent the soil from drying out too 
fast, and reduce the weed popu- 
lation. 

Some gardeners buy black 
plastic or Jandscape fabric made 
for this purpose and lay it down 
before they plant. Others use 
materials at hand such as grass 
clippings, wood chips or last 
years’ tree leaves. These mate- 
rials will decompose to add nu- 
trients to the soil, ( the exception 
is new wood chips, use aged 
ones ). 

For best results mulch after 
the bed has been watered, such 
as after a rain storm. Then lay 
on a half inch or more material 
around the plants.

Look for Changes 
At Recycling Center 


Starting July 1, residents who 
use the Drop-Off Recycling Cen- 
ter at “Buddy” Attick park will 
notice some changes. Com- 
mingled containers like aluminum 
and steel cans, glass food and 
beverage containers and plastic 
shampoo, detergent and soda 
bottles and milk jugs will be col- 
lected in 96 gallon. toters rather 
than the large roll-off dumpster. 
Residents are reminded that these 
recyclables must be empty and 
placed loose in the new toter con- 
tainers. No bags or lids can be 
put in the toters as these items 
may cause a load to be rejected 
by the city’s recyclery. 

These changes are a result of 
Georgetown Paper, who services 
the Drop-Off Center, no longer 
accepting commingled containers 
for processing. Georgetown Pa- 
per has been processing 
Greenbelt’s commingled contain- 
ers at no charge since December, 
1996. The City will continue to 
bring all recyclabie paper. col- 
lected to Georgetown for process- 
ing. 

Beginning July 1, all cans and 
bottles collected for recycling will 
be brought to the Prince George’s 
County Recycling Center in Capi- 
tol Heights for processing for a 
$5 per ton charge. Greenbelt resi- 
dents currently recycle 15 tons of 
cans and bottles each month. 
Resulting tip fees will be ap- 
proximately $75 per month. To 
dispose of this same material at 
the landfill would cost $49 per 
ton or $735 each month. Total

in suppression of illegal drugs. 
Approximately $9,500 is avail- 
able for use by the city to 
supplement the General Fund 
monies for purchasing police de- 
partment equipment. The police, 
represented at the meeting by 
Sgt. James Parker, have re- 
quested this money, plus drug 
money seized by the city, be 
used to update the mobile radio 
equipment used to send distress 
signals (including location). This 
request, as well as a request to 
purchase six Ford Crown 
Victoria police cruisers using 
FY98 budgeted funds, passed 
unanimously with little discus- 
sion. 

FY97 Budget Adjustments 

There were a number of is- 
sues related to supplemental ap- 
propriations to the budget year 
that is coming to a close. These 
appropriations all call for sus- 
pension of the rules to allow for 
both a first and second reading, 
and final passage at this meet- 
ing. All appropriations were ap- 
proved, including an additional 
$6,000 for unemployment com- 
pensation; $53,000 for additional 
temporary disability funds; and 
$10,000 in debt service funds. 
Maryland Municipal League 

The Maryland Municipal 
League (MML) has requested 
that municipalities submit state- 
wide legislative initiatives to be 


~researched and discussed at their 


October meeting. Councilmem- 
ber Ed Putens opened the dis- 
cussion with an issue regarding 
the new Motor Vehicle Emission 
(MVA) testing. A resident had 
indicated to him that the 
resident's car was damaged dur- 
ing the new treadmill test. An- 
other issue involved the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission’s stand 
that they are not bound by mu- 
nicipal covenants. A third issue 
involved the parking space 
shortage around certain Green- 
belt office buildings. It was 
stated that the occupancy density 
is higher than that which was 
originally proposed, causing 
parking problems. In each of 
the above cases, for various rea- 
sons, it was decided not to for- 
ward these issues to the MML. 
After further discussion, two 
topics are to be forwarded to the 
MML. The first, proposed by 
White, involved legislation to 
strengthen consumer protection 
law. Specifically, White de- 
scribed the increasing use by 
public utilities of pass-through 
fuel adjustment charges by 
Pepco and Washington Gas. He 
indicated that the county no 
longer has a Consumer Protec- 
tion Agency. He requested City 
Solicitor Robert Manzi to inves- 
tigate what increases have been 
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approved and disapproved in 
recent years by the Public Ser- 
vice Commission. Mayor 
Antoinette Bram also sought 
the standardization of utility 
bills. The second topic, which 
was approved with little discus- 
sion, was a recommendation for 
legislation allowing municipali- 
ties to receive a share of the 
revenue from ticketing improp- 
erly registered motor vehicles. 
Project Open Space 

The City of Greenbelt par- 
ticipates in the State’s Project 
Open Space through the county. 
The project allocates funds to 
assist in protecting green space 
and recreation space. The city 
is submitting four proposals for 
FY 98 funds - three requests 
for funds to purchase private 
land to add to the city’s green 
space and one request to resur- 
face Lakecrest tennis courts. 
Although the latter 1s a legal 
use of Project Open Space 
funds, Roberts indicated that he 
felt the use of open space 
funds to resurface tennis courts 
was not an appropriate use. 
The other council members 
voted to forward these four re- 
quests. The properties to be 
acquired are located in each of 
the major divisions’ of 
Greenbelt - west, central, and 
Greenbelt East. 

Other Topics 

Ed Putens announced that 
Tom Renahan, long-time 
Greenbelter and an active mem- 
ber of many city committees, 
has just been appointed the 
Seat Pleasant City Manager. 
The council will send written 
congratulations to Renahan.

others as needed and set priori- 
ties. This was done at a June 
2 worksession. An ordinance 
to make the changes discussed 
at the worksession was before 
council at the June 16 meeting 
for first reading, and under a 
vote to suspend the rules, for 
second reading and final pas- 
sage as well. 

How to deal with this new 
item was the question. Under 
coaching from the city solicitor, 
a motion was introduced by 
Councilmember Davis to delete 
$10,000 from $75,000 ear- 
marked for improvements of 
the Roosevelt Center Mall and 
to add the Greenbrook Estates 
trail easement as a new 
$10,000 item. All except 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
voted in favor of this amend- 
ment, for suspension of the 
rules, and for the amended bud- 
get. 

Roberts explained to Kessel 
that his vote did not represent 
an objection to the trails expan- 
sion but to the overall order of 


priorities established in the 


June 2 meeting. 

Among other changes in the 
capital improvements budget 
was elimination of a proposed 
$12,000 for a police handicap 
jail cell, the reduction of 
$75,000 of funds for Roosevelt 
mall improvements (in addition 
to the $10,000 reduction just 
approved), a reduction of 
$50,000 from funds earmarked 
for new windows for the Com- 
munity Center, and the reduc- 
tion of $50,000 in funds for 
improvement of the dam at 
Attick Park. 

With these savings, council 
then had added the following: 
$75,000 for renovation of the 
firehouse; $16,000 to reopen a

Finally, again with an eye 
on preserving—and in this 
case, increasing—the green belt 
that encircles the city, 
councilmembers enthusiastically 
approved a draft letter to go to 
the governor, commending his 
reported initiative to restore 
60,000 acres of former wet- 
lands, his “brownfields” legisla- 
tion and his Smart Growth 
plan. 

The letter went on to nomi- 
nate the A. H. Smith property 
near the Greenbelt Metro sta- 
tion as “an appropriate project 
for all three...objectives.... This 
area was formerly wetlands,” 
the letter continued, “that have 
disappeared over a number of 
years of usage as a sand and 
gravel pit. Their restoration 
would be a significant contribu- 
tion to improving the water 
quality of the Indian Creek 
tributary to the Anacostia 
River.” 

In addition, the letter says, 
“it would establish a green 
natural area inside the Beltway, 
contributing to the attractive- 
ness of the renovation of the 
inner Beltway area.”
